Large single flower; tube as long as corolla, 
sepals flaring and reflexed. Large oval bud of shell 
pink. Tube and sepals waxy shell pink, stained rose 
pink on reverse side. Petals pink suffused with violet 
pink. Habit is spreading and weeping. A vigorous 
grower; profuse and long bloomer. Breeder considers 
Mme. Galli-Curci one of the most spectacular hanging 
basket Fuchsias ever offered. 


SILVER BELL. Small single flowers, short tube, flaring 
sepals, bell shaped corolla, pistil over three times as 
Idng as corolla. Tube and sepals bright pink, petals 
silvery orchid. Foliage very light green. Extremely tall, 
‘vigorous grower to as high as 12 feet. A climbing type 
in a new color with a multitude of charming flowers.

MIMA GARSON. Very large, double deep garnet, toothed 
and serrated petals of unequal lengths. Reflexed sepals 
of coralred. The form and shape of the flowers are lovely, 
distinct and different from any fuchsia grown. Strong 
wiry stems, good foliage. Makes a good hanger or a 
natural bush, height 24”. Abundance of blooms over a 
long period. 


WINSTON CHURCHILL. Large double, magenta pink 
shaded with blue. Reflexed sepals of rose pink. Good 
foliage and very strong stems, Strong upright growth, 
needs no supports. Fast grower. Plenty of large blooms 
throughout the season. 


QUEEN ELIZABETH. A queen among the Fuchsias. A 
lovely natural hanger, needs no training. The flowers 
are single, rosy lilac, very long and large. Coral red sepals, 
reflex and curled back to form a crown. Branches are 
nearly horizontal to the main stem, are strong and will 
support the load of lovely blooms which they always 
carry. Holly leaved, lovely foliage. As a basket variety 
Queen Elizabeth has few equals. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. Large double light crimson, 
sepals reflexed are coral red. A wonderful bloomer; 
strong stems and branches, good dark green foliage. 
Makes a lovely bush about 3 ft. high. Trained as a 
hanger, it branches well. Makes an exquisite display of 
lovely large flowers.
